THE AMERICAN TYPE. 


John Ilabberton writes of “ The A m eri­ 
can T y p e” in the last num ber of the Cur­ 
rent. 
lie takes a very different view from 
th a t of any of the eight cssavistst hat have 
preceded him. 
According to hint, self­ 
reliance is the basis of the A m erican type 
o f character, and we are ready to say that 
Mr. Ilabberton has reached the bottom of 
the subject in th at conclusion. As he well 
says: 
‘‘It is not a virtue of which the 
United .States lias a monopoly, nor one to 
w hich our people have taken more kindly 
than any other. 
It was forced upon us— 
or upon our ancestors—in spite of many 
indignant and despondent protests. 
It is 
the result of circumstances that originated 
the grim and homely old saying ‘R oot hog 
— or die.’ 
H ad the Pilgrim F athers fore­ 
seen how remorselessly it was to lie im­ 
posed upon them , they never would have 
crossed 
the ocean, and C aptain John 
Sm ith's party of founders of old Virginia 
would have continued to rive on borrowed 
money, or rot in jail, in England, had they 
imagined how absolutely they would be 
compelled to live by their own personal 
efforts.” 
S> when one asks why A, born 
in a gutter, died in a palace; and B, who 
a t 21 could not read, became a learned 
law yer; and 0, who was raised in the back­ 
woods, liecame a refined gentlem an; wc 
should not reply th a t it was the result of 
luck, or the seizure upon opportunity, or 
th e m arriage of wealth, or the hap of 
chance, hut that it was th e result of the 
essential principle of self-reliance, which 
is an im pulsive one and dom inating about 
all success in this new land. 
Ilabberton 
protests that this self-reliant instinct that 
has lieen bred into Americans by force of 
circumstances and the peculiar conditions 
under which the nation came into exist­ 
ence, is not conceit, for the men who most 
successfully exemplify it arc almost uni­ 
formly modest and diffident. 
Our greatest 
and most original 
pioneers, inventors, 
soldiers, theologians, jurists, artists and 
authors have been so unassum ing as to 
pass for nobodies until they had astonished 
th e world. 
T he caustic essayist concludes his spark 
ling criticism with this reflection : 
“ Per­ 
haps the leading trait of American char­ 
acter may, under the quieting influence of 
great comm unities 
and subdivision 
of 
labor, become first dorm ant, then feeblei 
and finally disappear. 
But if it goes as 
slowly as it came, it will leave us with the 
m eans and necessities of life so nicely bal­ 
anced that its absence will not l>o greatlv 
missed, and its place w ill undoubtedly be 
taken by some quality more necessary in 
th e conditions to w hich posterity will be 
subject.”

T h e San Francisco Aim say s: “ A belief 
th a t the c ity takes a great deal freirá the 
■country w ithout returning an equivalency 
of benefits is always present in th e minds 
of farmers and business men ir- country 
towns, and when there is any special cause 
to excite it, the feeling is strong enough to 
be an unfortunate strain upon business re­ 
lations. 
T here is sometimes justification 
for a part of the distrust, in die indiffer- 
euce shown in the city to the ivellare of the 
country. 
Projects for developing 
the 
country districts and stim ulating .their in­ 
dustries seldom receive th a t eareful atten­ 
tion in th e cities to w hich they are en­ 
titled. 
Legislative delegations 
are 
too 
often careless about tile wants of interior 
counties. 
City m erchants and hankers are 
alm ost always more ignorant than they 
should be of the conditions of business in 
the country and the necessities of their 
country customers.” 
A ll which is very 
true. 
A nd we are prepared to m aintain 
that the country people are correct in their 
views on this subject. 
T he metropolis of 
California did not render the friends of 
irrigation the assistance it m ight have 
given. 
It was really indifferent to their 
cause, and the Alta has the courage to saj­ 
as m uch. 
The city generally runs away 
w ith the idea th a t the country is depend­ 
ent upon it—and so it is for its vices— th at 
the interior is a section of inconsequence, 
and th at the city can exist independent of 
it. 
V ery naturally this creates jealousy 
that breeds positive antagonism . 
Both 
city and country should rise level w ith the 
idea th at their interests are common.

are convinced th at if the better business 
elem ent in San Francisco had its way there 
would lie perfect harm ony between city 
and country.

On the reassem bling of the Court General 
H a rt made a lengthy statem ent to the jury, 
reviewed the evidence in the case, said the 
prosecution had wholly failed in their at­ 
tem pt to prove the guilt of the defendant, 
and stated that he expected to prove be­ 
yond a doubt th at Thom as II. Reynolds 
was responsible for all the alleged crooked­ 
ness which occurred in the office of the 
Secretary of State during the adm inistra­ 
tion of Mr. Burns. 
The first witness placed on the stand was 
Daniel W est, who testified to having paid 
into the Secretary of State’s office a sum of 
m oney for a certain corporation. 
The 
m oney appeared on the cash book credited 
in Ins nam e instead o f that of the corpora­ 
tion. The Controller had claimed that in­ 
asm uch us no credit appeared on the cash 
book from the corporation, that the fee, 
although it had been paid, had not been 
turned over to the State. 
T his evidence seemed to he conclusive. 
There was another sim ilar charge against 
another corporation of the same nature. 
Judge T. B. M cFarland took the stand, and 
it was shown that the m oney when paid 
had been entered upon the cash book in his 
nam e, instead of th e corporation.

INTELLIGENCE. 


M a k in g P r e p a ra tio n s .—A t police head­ 
quarters the following significant order was 
yesterday promulgated by Chief Jackson 
and copies given to each patrolman, as well 
as posted upon the bulletin board: 
“Offi­ 
cers on patrol duly will at once inform 
themselves of any and ali games of faro, 
studlior.se poker or other banking games, 
tan or lottery games, carried on in this city, 
and report forthwith to the Chief of Police. 
Let care be taken as to the exact locality, 
the owner or conductor of game or games. 
Reports to be made in writing and must be in 
by Thursday, March 19,1885, at 4 o'clock.” 
This would seem to indicate a determina­ 
tion on the part of the Chief to “ move 
upon the enemy’s works ” without delay, 
but he is reticent as to his intentions. 
It 
seems that as soon as the Board of Trustees 
repealed the ordinances authorizing gam­ 
ing to be licensed, the offices of the so-called 
Jones bill making it >t felony to license 
gambling, so far as this city is concerned, 
liad no possible effect upon the situation, 
and that the matter now stands as though 
neither the license ordinances nor the 
Jones bill had ever been enacted. The 
original Section (330) of the Penal Code 
prohibiting faro, monte, lansquenet, rou­ 
lette, rouge et noir, rondo, or any banking 
game played with cards, dice, or any device 
for money or other representative of value, 
is now in full force, not incumbered by any 
ordinance or license. On March 14.’ 1885, 
the Governor signed the bill amendatory of 
this section, which amendment includes 
the game of stud-horse poker among those 
prohibited. It is therefore surmised that 
the Chief of Police has been investigating 
the situation and intends to take some im ­ 
mediate action. Of course, a license would 
not now be any possible defense, as the 
ordinances are repealed; and it would 
make no difference when the Jones Act 
went into effect if there is no attempt to 
license by ordinance. 


P o lic e C o u rt.—Yesterday in the Police 
Court the case of t liarles Smith, charged 
with perjury-and disturbing the peace, in 
connection with his marriage about two 
weeks ago, was taken up and the perjury 
case examined, and then set for argument 
on the 23d instant. 
The charge of disturb­ 
ing the peace will be attended to afterward. 
The father and mother of the girl he mar­ 
ried are very bitter against him, and wisli 
him convicted of perjury in 
swearing, 
when he got the marriage license, that she 
was of age. whereas she was n ot; but the 
defendant claims that she told him she was 
of age, and he acted accordingly. 
It is 
probable that the matter will be brought 
before the Superior Court shortly, by I. S. 
Brown, attorney for defendant, on an ap­ 
plication for release of the bride from the 
control of her parents on habeas corpus....... 
Maggie Ham, accused of disturbing the 
peace, was discharged.......George Chapman, 
for being drtirik, was fined $10 or ten days 
in the city jail 
R -a Coney, accused of 
disturbing the peace, was convicted and 
lined $40, or forty days in the county jail. 
Charles Walker and George Russell 
were adjudged guilty of being vagrants, 
and sentenced to thirty days each in the 
county jail 
Burga Tola and Indian Ed, 
the two Indians convicted of petit larceny 
in snatching a watch from a Chinaman, 
were sent to the county jail for thirty days.

F isk vs. Sullivan. 
The Board of City Trustees met in spe­ 
cial session at 10 a. m. yesterday for the 
purpose of investigating the charges pre­ 
ferred some weeks since hv R. A. its* 
against Con. Sullivan, Chief Engineer of 
the Paid Fire Department. He alleged 
that the Chief was incompetent to take 
charge of the fire alarm system, and was 
drawing two salaries for his services, one 
as Chief Engineer, the other as Superin­ 
tendent of the Fire Alarm. M hen 
charges were first presented to the trustees 
they informed Mr. Fisk that it was a mat­ 
ter the consideration of which properly 
belonged to the Board of Fire Commission­ 
ers. The matter was referred to the latter 
Board, who upon an investigation decided 
that the charges were nut founded tipon 
facts. 
In their opinion the system worked 
well under the management of the Liuet, 
and was managed economically. 
Mr. Fisk not being satisfied with the re­ 
port of the Fire Commissioners, again tiled 
his complaint with the City Trustees, and, 
at the request of Mr. Sullivan, the Loara 
appointed yesterday as a time to allow Mr. 
Fisk to appear and substantiate Ins charges. 
Mayor Brown read the charges preferred 
against Mr. Sullivan, which have been re- 
ierred to in these columns before, 
lie 
specified three instances where alarms had 
been turned in, and which tailed to sound 
the ” big bell” on Fifth street. 
He also 
alleged that Mr. Sullivan was Monthly 
drawing $75, in addition to his salary 
as Chief, which was in contravention of law. 
Mayor Brown also read the following 
answer to the charges, which had been 
placed on file by Mr. Sullivan : 
To the Honorable Hoard of Trustees—G e n t l e ­ 


m e n : Some weeks since R. A. Fisk appeared be­ 
fore your honorable body and preferred charges 
against the management of the fire aiarm sys­ 
tem. You very properly referred them to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, who appointed 
an evening for the purpose of investigating the 
charges. All the parties interested were invited 
tobe present. Mr. Fisk was notified by letter, 
and personally by the Secretary of the Board, of 
the time and place of meeting. The meeting, 
although culled tor 7 o'clock, was delayed until 
8, in order to give -Mr. Fisk an opportunity to te 
present at the taking of all the testimony, 
should it happen that lie came in late, h e did 
not come, however, and the Commissioners pro­ 
ceeded to investigate. The result of that meet­ 
ing was published very fully in the Record- 
U Ni o n the next morning, and the Commis­ 
sioners, being thoroughly satisfied that the 
charges were without foundation, malicious, so 
far as thev referred to me, the outgrowth of a 
jealous ambition, and preferred by a man who, 
when in charge of the same system, proved 
himself totally incompetent for the position and 
an expensive luxury for the city. It is not ray 
intention in replying at this time to the charges 
made by this man—who pretends to be an elec­ 
trician, but whose every act shows us that it is 
only pretense, and not a m atter of fact—to de­ 
tail’to you the many improvements made in the 
system’since the city got rid ol him. and to in­ 
form you of the increased value of the.system 
since’that lucky day for the city. As you are 
aware, by their ofiicial notice, the Commis­ 
sioners came to that conclusion at their meet­ 
ing, when, dfthough repeatedly asked to he 
present, Mr. Fisk was conspicuous by his ab­ 
sence. 
The efficiency of a man, or a machine, or a 
fire alarm system, is known by the work it 
does.” I quote from the charges. In that we 
all agree. The Fire Commissioners tried Mr. 
Fisk for four years, and had ample opportunity 
to pass upon him in that m atter, ami What was 
their recorded judgment ? Just turn to their re­ 
port of that Investigating Committee and see. 
He questions the exporting ability of men 
whose entire lives have been devoted to a study 
of electricity, who were educated to the busi­ 
ness, and who did not spring up, as did he, trom 
a common line repairer of the Western Union. 
To him I would say knowledge is one thing 
and cheek another, and of the lattercommodity 
he has an immense stock, saying nothing ot a 
slight m ixture of gall. As to the condition of 
the system at present, that speaks for itself. 
It 
was never in as good a condition as to-day. The 
gongs, since their repairing have been given 
to a man competent to repair them, give us hut 
little trouble. The mechanic who now repairs 
them will come before this Board, if you so de­ 
sire, and prove to you conclusively that the 
same man, now preferring charges, which are 
as malicious as untrue, almost ruined some of 
the gongs, simply because- he was assuming too 
much, or, in other words, h ^ was trying to do 
something he could not. 
As to the salary, that is something 1 am glad 
to speak ol, for 1 am sure the Board of Trustees 
will approve of the act of the Commissioner-, act­ 
ing in the interest of economy, if for no other 
reason. As it is now, S7o per month covers all 
theexjien.se of m aintaining the system, and a 
thorough and ex ict memorandum is kept of 
each and every outlay. What was it during Mr. 
Fisk’s t e r m I have for vonr perusal brought 
with me a lot of figures, showing you what the 
expense of m aintaining the system was while 
this jcetended electrician, R. A Fisk, was in 
charge. For 28 months he received a salary of 
S50 per m onth—*1.403—and the extras for that 
time were $1,353 Mi, m aking a total for the 28 
months of $2,75:1 si;; an average per month of 
$98 30, or about 30 per cent, more thau it costs 
under the present management. For the last 
twenty months of his service he received a sal­ 
ar}- of $75 per month, and his item of expense 
for extras amounted to $210 2$, muking an aver­ 
age of 885 per month, or 1J}¡¡ per cent, more 
than it now costs. And this is not all, for during 
that time the service was not one-half as efficient 
as now. 
It is a little remarkable that Mr. Fisk, in all 
his misstatements of facts, should really say 
something, the truth of which no one will deny, 
when he -ays, ' I confess to my ignorance.” it 
was a lucky day for the city of Sacramento, es­ 
pecially tlie Fire Department, when they got rid 
of this wholly Incompetent individual, whose 
only apparent desire was to. each mouth, thrust 
his ann up to the elbow into the city treasury. I 
hoj>e you will give him every opportunity to air 
hi.- self-exalted vanity before you, anil vent his 
spleen upon my hapless head', simply because, 
tfi rough my exertions, this much-aggrieved in­ 
dividual is no longer allowed to fatten at the 
public crib.

Mr. Fisk introduced three gentlemen to 
testify regarding the failure of certain boxes 
to record, the alarms lie alleged had failed 
to turn in, but their evidence was far from 
being conclusive, and was confuted by 
members of the department, who saiil that 
in one instance the alarm was recorded and 
responded to l*y the department. 
In 
another the difficulty was caused by two 
boxes being turned in simultaneously, and 
the other was a case where some maiicious 
person bad disconnected the ground wire 
from the box. 
L. B. Smart, the electrician who put up 
the boxes and lias had more or less of the 
care of the system since its construction, 
testified that Fisk left the system in bad 
repair. Since that time Smart inis been in 
charge, and, though Sullivan draws tiie 
salary, every dollar of it not used in main­ 
taining tiie battery, and for repairs of gongs 
and line, goes to Smart for his services. If 
the expenses of any one month should ex­ 
ceed the $75, Smart would get nothing,' and 
the overcharge would come out of the $75 
allowance for the succeeding month. 
The correctness of Smart’s statement was 
testified to by Chief Sullivan, Secretary 
Fred Kirn Commissioner Griffitts,and also 
concurred in by Trustee Jones, who is an 
ex-Fire Commissioner and well acquainted 
with all the facts in the case. 
the 
inds of 
the printer, and Mr. Sullivan desiring to 
place it in evidence in order to substantiate 
lii.s statement regarding expense, the Board 
decided to take the matter under advise­ 
ment until their regular meeting on Mon­ 
day next. 
It is understood that the Board will 
unanimously concur in the conclusion ar­ 
rived at by tlie Fire Commissioners at their 
investigation.

hoped, however, that his confinement for 
the next four years will serve to make a 
better man of him.”

a great diversity o f opinion regarding tlie 
losses sustained by the cattlemen of Texas 
during the past winter, they being variously 
placed at front 1 to 10 per cent.

Granting to parties herein named the 
privilege to construct, maintain and 
operate a Street Railroad in the 
City of Sacramento, and granting to 
them the right of way for said Street 
Railroad over, upon and along cer­ 
tain streets in the City of Sacra­ 
mento. 


r p iIE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
J 
o f Sacramento do ordain as follow s; 
Section 1. There is hereby granted to R. S., J. 
T. and G. IV. Carey, their heirs and assigns,sub­ 
ject toth e provisions of tlie statutes governing 
the city of Sacramento, the right to construct, 
lay down, repair, maintain and operate, for tlie 
term of fifty years from and alter tiie passage of 
this ordinance, a single or double-track street 
railway or railroad, with all necessary or con­ 
venient tracks for curves, turnouts, switches, 
side tracks, stations, turn-tables and append­ 
ages, and to propel ears thereon by horse or mule 
power, or by wire ropes running under the 
streets and moved by stationary steam engines, 
and to collect, receive and retain fare and com ­ 
pensation for the use thereof, in, through, on, 
over or along, and in, through, on over and 
along the following streets and parts of streets 
iu tlie city of Sacramento, that is to sa y : Com­ 
m encing’at the Central Pacific Railroad Depot, 
at the northern end of Second street in said city, 
running thence along Second to K, thence alotig 
K to Tenth, thence along Tenth to O, thence 
along O to Twentieth, thence along Twentieth 
to II. thence along H to Tenth, thence along 
Tenth (10th) to K; also, from the intersection of 
K and Tenth streets along K to Twentieth. 
Section 2. The rate o f fare on such railroad or 
railway must not exceed the sum of five cents 
for a single fare. 
Section 3. The grantees herein nameij shall 
pay to the city of Sacramento an annual license 
of five dollars upon each ear run and operated 
upon said railroad or railway, w hich shall en­ 
title them to run, manage and operate iheir 
railroad or railway every day in the year. 
Section 4. The grantees herein named may at 
any time abandon any part or portion of the 
franchise hereby granted, upon filing w ith the 
Board of Trustees of the city o f Sacramento a 
written declaration o f such abandonment, par­ 
ticularly describing the part or portion intended 
to be abandoned. 
Section 5. The rate of speed on said railroad 
or railway must not be greater than eight m iles 
per hour. 
Section 6. The grantees herein named shall pay 
and be assessed for the costs of improving the por­ 
tion of the street or streets embraced between the 
rails of the track or tracks of their railroad or 
railwav; and such assessment shall be a lien 
against the franchise 
and railroad o f said* 
grantees from the date o f such assessment, and 
mav he collected in the same manner as other 
assessments for improving streets are collected; 
aud said grantees shall keep said portion of said 
street or streets constantly in repair.
